After arrival at a quarantine station of a vessel upon which there 
appears, or has appeared, during the last voyage, a case of cholera, 
smallpox, typhus fever, or plague, and after quarantine measures pro- 
vided by regulations of the Treasury Department have been enforced 
and the vessel given free pratique, it is hereby ordered that notification 
of the above-mentioned facts be transmitted by the quarantine officer to 
the commissioner of immigration at the port of arrival, whose duty it 
shall then be to transmit, by mail or telegraph, to the State health 
authorities of the several States to which immigrants from said vessel 
are destined, the date of departure, route, number of immigrants, and 
the point of destination in the respective States of the immigrants from 
said vessel, together with the statement that said immigrants are from a 
vessel which has been subject to quarantine by reason of infectious 
disease, naming the disease. 

This information is furnished to State health officers for the purpose 
of enabling them to maintain such surveillance over the arriving immi- 
grants as they may deem necessary.

Smallpox in Tennessee. 


NASHVILLE, May 6, 1896. 
Sir: Following is a statement of the occurrence of smallpox in Ten- 
nessee for the month ending April 30: In the city of Memphis, Shelby 
County, there occurred 6 cases of smallpox, all colored; in Shelby 
County (outside of the city of Memphis), 11 cases; 2 white and 9 
colored, with 3 deaths. Two cases were reported from Covington, Tip- 
ton County ; also 1 other case reported from Cedar Point, making a total 
of 3 cases in Tipton County, all colored. In Jackson, Madison County, 
1 case was discovered in the person of a negro man, porter on passen- 
ger train running between Jackson, Tenn., and Cairo, [ll.; thus mak- 
ing a total of 21 cases (2 white and 19 colored), with 3 deaths, in the 
State for the month. The usual precautions of vaccination, isolation, 
and disinfection were observed. The disease is rapidly abating.

The Monthly Bulletin says: 


The daily average number of deaths rose from 338 in February and 
328 in January, to 358 in March, the estimated death rate being 20 
against 18.75 and 18.50, respectively, inthe preceding months. Compared 
with March, 1895, there were 300 fewer deaths, the decrease being in 
deaths attributed to old age and from unclassified causes; there were 
200 more deaths from consumption reported than in last March; the 
number from acute respiratory diseases, as well as from other local dis- 
eases was nearly the same, while the total zymotic mortality was also 
the same. The grippe epidemic then prevailing was estimated to have 
caused 1,500 deaths during the month; the mortality of the present 
month has been exaggerated from this cause by about 1,100 deaths, its 
mild prevalence for the past two months having given place to some- 
what greater intensity. Measles alone among zymotic diseases shows 
an increase as compared with the preceding months and with a year 
ago; there is a more general distribution, 250 deaths occurring from it, 
which is a monthly mortality not often reached ; a considerable number 
of deaths occurred in adult life. There were but 370 deaths from diph- 
theria, the average for March for the past ten years being 525, which 
represents a diminution in its mortality from 9 per 100,000 population 
to 6, or one-third. The death rate from all causes in rural parts of the 
State was 17 against 21 in the rest of the State, the percentage of 
zymotic mortality being 6 against 11; of consumption, 9 against 12; of 
acute respiratory diseases, 17 against 21. One-fifth of the typhoid-fever 
mortality occurred in rural parts of the State, and less than one-fifteenth 
of the diphtheria mortality.

Sanitary report of Rio de Janeiro—Yellow fever increasing in the interior 
of Brazil. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, April 14, 1896. 


Sir: I have the honor to transmit report for the week ended April 
11, 1896: 

There were 30 deaths from accesso pernicioso, an increase of 1; 137 
from yellow fever, a decrease of 31; 4 from smallpox, an increase of 1 ; 
7 from beriberi, a decrease of 1; 11 from enteric fever, a decrease of 2; 
41 from tuberculosis, a decrease of 1, and none from measles, scarlet 
fever, or influenza. From all causes there were 525 deaths, a decrease 
of 45. 

Yellow fever.—This disease is declining both in the number of new 
cases and in the number of deaths, as well as in its fatality. In the 
interior it is not declining, and since last report has appeared in Porto 
Novo, Uba, and Leopoldina, in the State of Minas-Geraes, and in Dores 
de Pirahy, in Rio de Janeiro. In Campinas, in Sao Paulo, there were 
115 cases on the 7th of this month. 

Smallpox.—Every week there are cases and deaths from this disease. 
I have never seen it so persistent in the hot months, so that there is a 

robability that it will become more rife as the cool season comes on, as 
have little faith in the disinfections I know to be made by the work- 
men in the service of the sanitary authorities. 

Since last report a bill of health was given to the British steamship 
Buffon, from Santos for New York.

Report on yellow fever and smallpox in Habana. 


HABANA, May 6, 1896. 

Sir: I have the honor to inform you that yesterday (May 5) I paid 
one of my frequent visits to all of the eight hospitals in and around the 
city, including the military, civil, and private institutions, and that I 
agcertained that nearly all of the yellow fever that there is here at 
present is among the soldiers in the military hospital. During the 
week ended yesterday 12 new cases of that disease occurred amoug the 
troops and 5 deaths. 

There had entered in the same period into all of the remaining seven 
civil institutions but 2 cases, 1 of which had died and the other was 
convalescing. One of those cases came from the arsenal. As more 
than nine-tenths, in fact almost all the cases of yellow fever find their 
way into one or the other of the hospitals, a pretty close estimate of the 
number of cases can generally be made. Yesterday, for the first time 
in over six weeks, we had some rain. To-day is very warm (83° F.) and 
muggy, with prospects of more rain. The effect of these warm rains 
will naturally be increase of disease, particularly among the many 
soldiers in and around Habana and along the Trocha. 

Smallpox, which has existed here for more than 18 months, is again 
on the increase, and fears are entertained that it may become an epi- 
demic. As a large number of those who become afflicted with that 
disease (except troops) do not go to hospitals, but remain in private 
houses, and as no report is made of them, the total number of cases 
can only be estimated approximately by knowing the number of deaths, 
and calculating from that staudard there must have been from 60 to 75 
new cases, at least, during the week ending yesterday. A majority of 
those cases were among civilians. In the outlying towns there are some 
cases also. 

Measles has been very prevalent for some weeks past, but the mor- 
tality from that disease in this climate is very small.

Smallpox and yellow fever in Cienfuegos. 


Under date of May 3, the United States Consul at Cienfuegos reports 
as follows: 


The smallpox epidemic is becoming quite alarming, there being over 
300 cases in the town and its suburbs, according to reliable information. 
There were 20 deaths from this disease during the week ended May 3, 
being an increase of 12 over the previous week. 

Yellow fever.—There was 1 death from this disease at the municipal 
hospital. No other cases are reported. 

Scarlet fever.—Several cases in town.

> ALEXANDRIA, EGypt, April 27, 1896. 


Srr: In reply to your letter dated 8th instant. received to-day, I have 
the honor to state that the official returns, supplied by the international

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quarantine board here for the week ended February 25 last, stated that 
there had been 22 cases of cholera in this city, of which 13 proved fatal. 
For the period, December 29 last to 26th instant, inclusive, there have 
been 130 cases of cholera in this city, of which 115 proved fatal. Under 
separate cover I send you all the official bulletins to date, believing that 
| they will interest you. 

All Egyptian ports (except this) and the surrounding villages have 
been free of epidemic disease since January 28 last, with the excep- 
tion that on 16th instant a case of cholera, which proved fatal, wgs 
reported at Assioot (Upper Egypt) on a person arrived from this city. 
The disease is confined to natives and Europeans of the most humble 
classes, except in two cases, when both the patients recovered.

No new case of plague in Yokohama—Increase of plague in Canton and 
Hongkong. 


YOKOHAMA, April 18, 1896. 


Srr: I have the honor to report that the case of plague which was 
brought here by the steamship Gaelic, and fully reported upon by me 
under date of April 9, failed to communicate the disease in a single 
instance, and, of course, all danger is now over so far as this importation 
of infection is concerned. No case of the malady has been found upon 
any ship arriving at the various ports of Japan from Hongkong, unless 
the case upon steamship Chittagong, also reported in my letter of the 9th, 
was really an exceptional and very slight example of the disease. 

The plague is steadily increasing in Canton and Hongkong, despite 
the efforts of the sanitary authorities in the latter place. The official 
returns of the number attacked in Hongkong are far below the actual 
facts, on account of the concealment of cases, and, even more, because 
a large proportion of the sufferers, on the first indications of the disease, 
repair to Canton, or other points under Chinese jurisdiction. I fear 
that the epidemic will not be checked until the advent of dry, hot weather 
in midsummer. 

One fatal ease of cholera is reported in Tokyo, April 17.

BERMUDA.—Two weeks ended May 1, 1896. Estimated population, 
15,013. Total deaths, 2. No deaths from contagious diseases. 

CANADA—Ontario—Hamilton.—Month of April, 1896. Estimated 
population, 50,000. Total deaths, 58, including phthisis pulmonalis, 7 ; 
enteric fever, 2, and diphtheria, 1. 

CuBsA—Habana.— Under date of May 9, 1896, the United States sani- 
tary inspector reports as follows: 

There were 196 deaths in this city during the week ended May 7, 
1896. Six of those deaths were caused by yellow fever, with approx- 
imately 13 new cases, 3 were caused by enteric fever, 8 by so-called 
pernicious fever, 3 by dysentery, 22 by enteritis, 3 by smallpox, 1 by 
measles, 2 by grippe, 1 by glanders, 46 by tuberculosis, and 9 by pneu- 
monia. 

All of the 6 deaths by yellow fever during the week occurred among 
the Spanish soldiers in the military hospital, except 1, which was in Fort 
Cabafias. For the last few days we have been having rain, with a high 
temperature, which means increased sickness among the Spanish troops, 
particularly along the Trocha. 

GREAT BRITAIN—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 
great towns of England and Wales during the week ended April 25 
correspond to an annual rate of 19.5 a thousand of the aggregate popula- 
tion, which is estimated at 10,860,971. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Swansea, viz, 11.6, and the highest in Manchester, viz, 27.8 a thousand. 

London.—One thousand six hundred and forty-one deaths were reg- 
istered during the week, including measles, 170; scarlet fever, 13; 
diphtheria, 41; whooping cough, 134; enteric fever, 6, and diarrhea and 
dysentery, 3. The deaths from all causes corresponded to an annual 
rate of 19.3a thousand. In greater London 2,091 deaths were registered, 
corresponding to an annual rate of 17.7 a thousand of the population. 
In the ‘‘outer ring’’ the deaths included 6 from diphtheria, 41 from 
measles, 6 from scarlet fever, and 36 from whooping cough. 

Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended April 25 in the 16 principal town 
districts of Ireland was 25.9 a thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded in Galway, viz, 3.8, and the highest in Kilkenny, 
viz, 61.4 a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 156 deaths were regis- 
tered, including scarlet fever, 1, and whooping cough, 3. 

Dublin.—Month of March, 1896. Estimated population, 350,000. 
Total deaths, 2,206, including smallpox, 1; enteric fever, 1; scarlet 
fever, 11; and diphtheria, 8. 
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Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended April 25 corresponded to an annual rate of 19.9 a thousand of 
the population, which is estimated at 1,518,347. The lowest mortality 
was recorded in Aberdeen, viz, 16.1, and the highest in Leith, viz, 22.5 
- athousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes 
was 580, including measles, 9; scarlet fever, 10; diphtheria, 2, and 
whooping cough, 30.
